Bomb  Quai  at  Rotterdam ;  for  which  purpose  the  ware 
Iwuses,  Sec.  along  the  river,  were  intended  to  have  beej 
kept  from   risin;:^  above  the  bank.     But   cupidity    (pel 
haps  convenience)  has  crouded  the   platforms  betweei 
the  streets  with  narrow  alleys ;  the  Public  Squares,  es 
cept  only  that  in  the  centre,  have  been  otherwise  appn 
priated,  and  the  bank  of  the  river  has  been  built  up  wit 
a  row  of  houses  that  now  intei'cepts  from  the  City  tl 
intended  view  of  the  Port. 

Four  score  houses  and  cottages  Nvere  erected  with 
the  year,  one  of  which  is  now  occupied  as  a  Taver 
the  sign  of  the  Boatswain  and  Call,  at  the  comer  of  Fmi 
and  Dock  streets ;  and  another  that  was  the  City  re;

Opposite 
the  latter,  in  the  middle  of  Market-street,  there  stood  f 
many  yeai-s  a  monument  of  primitive  simplicity,  a  wood 
Jail, 'that  was  seldom  mhabited  by  anybody  but  t 
jailor.

The  State  House  or  Town  Hall,  a  substantial  edifi 
r>f  200  feet  front,  including  the  wings,  was  erected  wit 
in  half  a  centuiy  after  the  woods  were  cleared  away  fro 
its  scite  ;  the  first  Episcopal  church  was  soon  afterwai 
ornamented  with  a  steeple  that  may  vie  in  point  of  el 
gance,  with  any  spire  in  Europe  ;  and,  while  Pennsy 
vania  was  still  a  dependant  colony,  scarcely  distinguish* 
on  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic  among  twelve  adjace 
provinces  of  the  British  empire  in  America,  a  new  Pns

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The  streets  of  Philadelphia  are  paved  with  pebble 
stones,  and  bordered  with  ample  footways  of  brick,  i-aiset 
one  foot  above  the  carriage  way,  for  the  ease  and  safetj 
of  passengers.  They  are  kept  cleaner  than  those  of  anj 
city  in  Europe,  excepting  tlie  towns  of  Holland,  when 
trade  is  carried  on  by  canals ;  and  London  is  the  onl) 
capital  in  the  world  that  is  better  lighted  at  night. 

The  private  buildings  are  generally  three  stories  hig^ 
They  are  built  of  a  clear  red  brick,  and  generally  om^ 
mented  in  the  new  streets,  with  facings,  key  stone 
and  flights  of  steps,  in  white  marble. 

Ever  since  the  operation  of  the  Federal  Constitution,  fo' 
or  five  hundred  houses  have  been  annually  erected,  no  smi 
proportion  of  which  (it  is  said,  not  less  than  two  hundre. 
have  been  built,  or  caused  to  be  built,  by  a  smgle  Citize 
whose  well  laid  plans  have  greatly  improved  the  Cit 
paiticularly  in  Walnut  street ;  in  Sansom  street,  t] 
first  that  has  been  built  in  America  Mith  a  stiict  att^ 
tion  to  uniformity  ;  and  in  Second  street,  where  it  cross- 
a  moi-ass  that  had  long  foi-med  an  inconvenient  sei 
ration  between  tlie  City  and  the  northern  Suburbs. 

Philadelphia,  including  Southwark  and  the  North e 
Liberties,  now  extends  near  three  miles  along  tiie  De 
ware,  and  about  a  mile  east  and  west ;  and  is  suppos 
to  contain  thirteen  thousand  houses,  and  eighty  thousa 
People. 

There  are  in  it  upwards  of  thirty  churches,  or  meeti

invoice,  but  if  not  determined  at  the  time  of  entry,  the 
tare  or  tares  as  above  shall  be  granted  and  allowed. 

AuQxvances  for  Leakage  and  Breakage. 

Two  per  cent  allowed  ow  theguage  on  all  merchandize,  pay- 
ing duty  by  the  gallon,  contained  in  casks 

Ten  per  cent,  on  all  beer,  ale  and  porter  in  bottles,  and  five 
percent,  on  other  liquors  in  bottles,  to  be  deducted  from 
the  invoice  quantity,  in  lieu  of  breakage  :  or  it  shall  be 
lawful  to  compute  the  duties  on  the  actual  quantity,  by 
tale,  at  the  option  of  the  importer,  at  the  time  of  entry. 

REMARKS. 

1.  No  ship  or  vessel,  from  foreign  ports,  or  coming  by 
sea  from  any  port  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  permitted  to 
report,  make  entry  or  break  bulk,  till  the  master  shall  de- 
liver to  the  post-mafter  all  letters  under  his  care,  or  within 
his  power,  other  than  such  as  are  to  be  delivered  at  the  port 
of  entry,  or  such  as  are  directed  to  the  owner  or  consignee 
of  such  ship  or  vessel  :  and,  on  oath  or  affirmation,  to  be 
taken  of  such  delivery,  the  master  to  receive  two  cents  for 
very  letter  so  delivered. 
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2  .  Goods  from  foreign  ports  cannot  be  unladen  but  be- 
tween sun-rise  and  sun-set,  without  special  licence,  under 
a  penalty  of  four  hundred  dollars  on  tlie  master,  and  every 
other  person  concerned,  disability  from  holding  any  office 
under  the  government  of  the  United  States,  for  seven  years, 
and  being  advertised  in  the  newspapers,  with  forfeiture  of 
the  goods  :  which,  if  amounting  to  400  dollars,  will  subject 
the  vessel  and  apparel  also  to  forfeiture. 

3.  Good--,  removed  before  guaged  and  weighed,  and  if 
wines,  spirits  or  teas,  before  being  raarked,  without  per- 
mission, are  forfeited, 

4.  Person*  giving  or  offering  a  bribe,  forfeits  from  two 

hundred  to  two  thousand  dollars. Inspectors  and  officers 

of  the  revenue  cutters,  may  go  on  board,  examine  and  search 
vessels,  have  access  to  the  cabin,  and  seal  packages  ;  and 

after  sun-set,  secure  hatches,  d'c. Perfons  in  charge  of 

vessels,  for  breaking  fastenings,  but  in  the  presence  of  au 
officer,  forfeit  five  hundred  dollars. 

5 .  Officers  may  seize  within  or  without  their  districts  : — 
Persons  resisting  or  impeding  them  forfeit  four  hundred 
dollars. 

6.  The  master  or  commander  of  any  vessel,  who  shall  ob- 
struct or  hinder,  (or  be  the  cause  thereof)  any  officer  of  the 
revenue  in  going  on  board  his  ship  or  vessel,  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  into  effect  any  of  the  revenue  laws  of  the  United 
States,  forfeits  from  fifty  to  five  hundred  dollars  i 

7 .  Every  owner  of  a  vessel,  residing  within  the  limits  of 
the  U.States,  toswear  to  the  register  within  ninety  days  aiter 
its  being  granted,  or  it  becomes  void,  and  the  vessel  and 
cargo  pay  foreign  tonnage  and  dut)-.
